And the fifth ordains, - 
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THE Thirteenth ordains, that there fhall be Af- 
femblies of the Electors, at leaft once a Year, to con- 
tinue the Term of four Weeks, after Eafer, for pro- 
moting a good Underitanding among the Princes of 
the Empire. This Article ftiles the Eleétors, The 
Arms which firengthen the Imperial Power. 

‘THe five next Articles repeal whatever Cuftoms, 
Rights, or Privileges are contrary to the mentioned 
Rights of the Electors, and prefcribe the Means of 
preventing Diforders and Difturbances in the Cities 
and Territories of the Empire. 

Tue Nineteenth contains the Form of the Sum- 
mons for electing a King of the Romans within the 
Space of three Months, either in Perfon or Proxy ; 
wwhich faid King of the Romans, by the Grace of God, 
is ta be rais’d to the Imperial Dignity. 

Tue Twentieth contains the Form ofthe full Powers 
to be given by an Elettor to his Ambaflador, whom 
he fends to the Place of Eleétion. 

‘Tue four next Articles relate only to the Preroga- 
tives and Precedence of the Electors, both Spiritual 
and Temporal. 

Tue ‘Twenty-fiftth ordains the Runifhments to be 
infliéted on all fuch as fhall be concerned in any Plot 
or Confpiracy, againtt the Life of any of the Electors, 
which Punifhments are to be the fame as in Cafes of 
High Treafon ; for, fays the Emperor, the Electors are 
@ Part of our Body. 

Tue Twenty-fixth makes Provifion for preferving 
the Principalities of the EleGlorsentire, Jaf the Pillars 
being weakened or removed, the whole Fabrick of the 
Empire foould fall to the Ground. ‘To this End it or- 
dains, that the eldeft Son of an Eleétor fhall always 
fucceed, unlefs he be non compos mentis, or otherwile 
incapable of governing. 

Tue Twenty-feventh relates to the Precedence of 
the Electors and others, when either the Emperor or 
the King of the Romans, mounts on Horfeback, in his 
proper Ornaments, to go to any folemn Affembly. 

‘Lue Twenty-eighth appoints the feveral Ofhees 
of the Eleétoral Princes and others in the Imperial 
Court, at fuch times as the Emperor and the King 
of the Romans keep Court in Ceremony. ‘Then it is 
that the Duke of Saxony is to officiate as Arch-Mar- 
foal, the Three Spiritual EleGlors as Arch-Chancelfors, 
and the Marquefs of Brandexburg as Arch-Chamber- 
lain of the Empire. ‘The Elector Palatine is Grand 
Steward, and the King of Bobemia Chief Cup dearer. 

Tue Twenty-ninth ordains, that the Emperor's 
Table, as likewife that of the King of the Roman, 
at publick Feafts, fhall be fix Feet higher than the 


‘other ‘ables: That of the Emprefs, or Queen of the 


Romans, three Feet lower thar the Emperor's ; and 
thofe of the Ele¢tor’s of equal Height. It likewife 
ordains, that the Election of a King of the Romans, 
or future Emperor, fhall be, as formerly, in the City 
of Frankfort on the Main, the Coronation at dix /a 
Chapel, and his firft keeping a Court in quality of 
Emperor, in the City of Nurendurg. 

Tue Thirtieth ordains, that when the Eleétoral 
Princes,—both Spiritual_and Temporal, receive from 
the Emperor or King of the Romans their Inveftitures, 
they fhall not be obliged to pay any Fees whatfoever ; 
but that the other Princes of the Empire, as well Spi- 
ritual as Temporal, fhall each of them, on that Oc- 
cafgon, pay to the Officers of the Imperial or Royal 
Court, the Sum of three Marks and a Quarter, Silver 
Coin, unlefs it can be made appear, that they are ex- 
empted from fuch Payment by Virtue of fome Impe- 
rial or Royal Grant. When a Prince comes either 
on Horfeback, or on any other Beaft, to folicite his 
Inveititure, fuch Beaft isto be the Perquifite of the 
Grand Marthal. 

Tue Thirty-firft and lat Article is to this Effect : 
For afmuch ‘as the Majefty of the Holy Roman Em- 
pire muft prefcribe Laws and exercife Juri(diction, 
with regard to many People, of different Nations, 
Manners, Cuftoms and Languages, ‘tis therefore pro- 
per, that the Eleftoral Princes, who are the Pillars and 
Support of the Empire, fhould be inftructed and ac- 
quire the Knowledge of feveral Languages 5 fo that 
their Sons, Heirs, and Succeffors ought, at the Age of 
feven Years, befides their Native Tongue, the High 
Dutch, to learn the Latin, Italian and Sclavonian 
Tongues ; to which end their Fathers are allowed full 
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Liberty to fend them to whatfoever Places they 


pleafe. 
_ Arrer.this grand Edict was promulgated at Merz, 
im the Prefence and with the Confent of the Eledicral 
and other Princes and States of the Empire, it was his 
Imperial Majeity’s Pleafure to put it partly in Executi-

The Prince 
Palatine of the Rhine carved at the Table of the Em- 
peror and Emprefs, who were ferved with Golden 
Plates. And as the Emperor was likewife King of 
Bobemia, the Duke of Luxemburg was appointed to re- 
prefent him as chief Cup-bearer ; in which Quality he 
fet a Bottle of Wine on the Table, and preiented 2 
Golden Cup to their Imperial Majetties. 

Arter Dinner, the Emperor made rich Prefents 
to the Electors and other Princes and:Lords, and fent 
them home well fatished with their Entertainment, as 
Ihope you are with this brief Account. 


LOND O N. 


Laft Night arrived a Mail from Holland, with Kine 
Staniflaus’s Aét, whereby he abdicated the Crown of 
Poland (which is fo long, that it muft be referred to 
our next.) ‘There are fome Advices from Vienna, 
that theEmperor has fenta Perfon of Diftin@ion to 
Koningsberg, to conduét that Prince and his Retinue 
thro’ Boliemia, and to defray their Expences: But 
Letters from Koningsberg which fay, he was fet out 
for France about the 4th [nftant, O. S. make it un- 
certain whether he will go by the Way of Bohemia, or 
of Berlin. If he come thro’ the Empire, "tis faid he 
will itop a little while at Spaw for the Benefit of the 
Waters, and that he will neverthelefs have an Interview 
with the King of Pruffia. 

They write from Conitantinople, that the Populace 
there is in a great Ferment, on account of the depofing 
of the late Grand Vizier, and the Eleétion of the 
Kaimacan to fucceed him: That the Grand Seignor has 

t above 100 of the Malecontents to Death, feveral 
of whom havebeen thrown to the Dogs, to be worried 
to Death, fome buried alive, and others thrown naked 
into burning Lime Kilns: But thefe Inttances of 
Cruelty have not a whit altered the Sentiments of thofe 
that are inclined to a Revolt. The Letters add, that 
moft of the Troops in Natolia are ordered to go and 
reinforce the Turks in Perfia, which renders the News 
of the Peace with Kouli Kan very uncertoin. 

The Prince and Princefs of Orange have put off 
their Departure to Groningen till the latter End of this 
Month. | 

All the Letters from Italy confirm their Reception of 
Exprefles from Spain, with an Acconnt of his Catholick 
Majeity’s Acceflion to the Preliminarics ; and that both 
the French and Spanifh Generals have received Orders 
for evacuating that Country.
